REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTER. 





Fellow Citizens: 

In receiving your annual report from your committee, 
you naturally expect to find it prefaced with some general 
remarks. Now these general remarks will not be profitable 
to you unless they are not only carefully read, but the ad- 
vice remembered and followed. We have endeavored to 
discharge our duties faithfully, yet do not claim perfection. 
We have been encouraged by the good order and improve- 
ment in many of our schools, but yet our town money, as a 
whole, is not judiciously expended. There are many things 
that should be changed, and which must be changed, before 
our children will reap the benefit they should from their 
school life. We would very gently, but earnestly, remind 
the parents that the success of their children at school will 
be proportionate to the amount of interest they take in the 
matterat home. Itis impossible for the teacher to do much 
good to pupils who receive little or no inspiration out of 
school; and we sincerely regret that parental sympathy and 
cooperation with those engaged in the work of instruction 
should be so largely withheld. Some parents content them- 
selves with thinking that they are doing wed/ enough if they 
do not find any fault, even though they never commend. 
But we beg to correct the mistake. Abuse, even, is better 
than indifference. Our schools should be visited by the 
parents that they may judge for themselves of their merits. 
If some of the parents plead that the schools are in advance 
of their own qualifications, still they can see whether the 
child is improving its time or not. The very presence of 
the parent cheers and stimulates both teacher and pupils. 
But one day in the term is any interest manifested, and this 
is the examination. ‘This is not as it should be. Parents 
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should ‘drop in” frequently. The large sum of money 
annually expended on our schools should excite a wish to 
know how it is laid out. But while we speak thus reproy- 
ingly of those who are remiss in duty, the committee gladly 
acknowledge the earnestness of others, who heartily sym- 
pathize with the teachers, and do much to make even night 
study, when necessary, pleasant to the child; and at the 
same time have not hesitated to spend, not only one half- 
day at examination, but many half-days scattered through 
the term; thus showing to the children that they do care for 
what they are doing. 

unere is one serious evil which we are burdened with, 
viz.: tardiness. We appeal to the mothers on this subject, 
for we believe that they can do more than all others in 
remedying this. The first half-hour of nearly every morn- 
ing session, in some of our schools, is interrupted, and its 
usefulness well nigh destroyed, by late pupils. We trust 
our townsmen will bear in mind the responsibilities which 
devolve upon the prudential committees. In choosing one, 
select a person fitted for the place, one who understands the 
duties and will labor for the best good of the school. In 
one of our large districts this office has been most success- 
fully filled by a lady. We believe this example might be 
profitably followed by other districts. We wish to call the 
attention of all that may hold this office the coming school- 
year, to Chap. 81, Sec. 15, of the General Statutes, as re- 
gards the return ‘of registers. It is absolutely necessary 
that this law be observed by you in order that we may be 
able to make our returns to the State Superintendent. It 
is with extreme difficulty that we get some of our registers 
after the money is drawn and the teachers have left the 
districts. 

We would also advise those that have to employ teachers 
to secure as good ones as possible, reminding them that the 
length of a school is secondary to its quality. Select for 
your teacher a person of good moral character, and one that 
has arrived at years of discretion. Do not hire him because 
he isa relative, or believes as you do in politics; or her 
because she is a *‘ dear friend” of your daughters, but hire 
just what you believe the school needs. If all who employ 
teachers would stick to this, we halter. it would result 
at a 
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We feel anxious that our common schools should stand 
upon a nobler and more elevated plane. There are many 
defects which can only be remedied by patient, untiring 
effort. The times call loudly for all connected with schools 
to be alive in the cause. We call your special attention to 
an article on this subject, contained in the warrant for the 
town meeting. Let it not pass without your careful con- 
sideration, for if anything ,can be done to improve our 
schools, we want it done. 

Grateful for all favors, with perfect kindness of feeling, 
we remain yours, in behalf of the cause of education.

Wages, $34. No. of pupils, 27; average, 22; not absen- 
one half-day, 5; tardy,4; dismissed, 7; visits, 54; readt 
ing and spelling, 27; penmanship, 15; arithmetic, 19; 
geography, 15; history, 5; physiology, grammar and book- 
keeping, 1 each. > 

Miss Cilley is among our best teachers, and has by her 
own efforts made herself well worthy the respect and 
esteem so fittingly manifested towards her. 
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In her remarks, which we fully endorse, she says: “ Let 
the teacher get the pupils interested in herself, and then 
lay out sufficient work to keep them busy.’? To this she 
attributes her success. Success to No. 2. 

Fall and winter terms. Medora Edmunds, of Weare, 
teacher. Wages, $40. No. of pupils, 41; average, 28; 
tardiness, 62; dismissed, 50; pot absent one half-day, 0; 
visits, 121; reading and spelling, 42; penmanship, 35; 
arithmetic, 56; grammar, 10; geography, 20 ; composition, 
11; history, 4; physiology, 6. 

This was a long term of 17 weeks, relieved by a short 
vacation. It was sufficient to insure the success of the 
school, to secure the services of so accomplished a teacher 
as Miss Edmunds. But when the efforts of the teacher are 
so warmly seconded by the parents, and when the prudential ° 
committee is so thoroughly efficient and alive, as the one 
whose services this district were fortunate enough to secure, 
success becomes doubly certain. The school was one of 
which the town may justly be proud. The reading, especi- 
ally, by some of the small pupils, was very fine.

There has 
been noticed also, among some of the youth in this district, 
a fearful spirit of lawlessness, and want of proper evidence 
of respect for parents, teachers, and other superiors, that is 
very unfavorable to the complete success of the school. For 
such a condition of society, responsibility must rest some- 
where. It not unfrequently arises from a neglect on the 
part of parents to inculcate right principles, and enforce a 
healthful government upon their children at home. We 
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hope these few remarks may have the desired effect, and 
that al/ in the district will at once use every effort to make 
this one of the best schools in town. | 

Winter term, 8 weeks. Charles Frost, of Manchester, 
teacher. Wages, $40. No. of pupils, 42; average, 29; not 
absent one half-day, 5; tardy, 147; dismissed, 2; reading 
and spelling, 41; penmanship, 31; arithmetic, 30; geog- 
raphy,el3 ; algebra, 1; grammar, 5; composition, o. 

At our opening visit Mr. Frost showed an earnestness in 
his work that seemed to assure us that much good would be 
accomplished. As it was impossible for us to be present at 
the close, we cannot report, but will leave the result in the 
hands of the committee and parents. 


District No. 4.—Sugar Hill. 


Prudential Committee—Daniel B. Haton. Summer term, 
8 1-2 weeks. Jennie M. Peaslee, of Weare, teacher. Wages, 
$32. No. of pupils, 26; average, 20; not absent one half- 
day, 5; tardy, 43; dismissed, 3; visits, 20; reading and 
spelling, 27; penmanship, 18; arithmetic, 25; geography, 
16; grammar, 9; history, 1; composition, 15. 

Miss Peaslee’s former success has placed her most de- 
servedly among the first in rank of our teachers, and we 
deeply regret the loss of a teacher who has the faculty of 
drawing the hearts of her pupils towards her, and by so 
doing makes the duties and labors of the school-room 
pleasant and agreeable. ‘This, united with the energy 
which she puts forth in the school-room, is the secret of her 
success. 

Fallterm, 6 weeks. Flora M. Browne, of Hillsborough, 
teacher. Wages, $26. No. of pupils, 28; average, 25; 
tardy, 38; dismissed, 5; visits, 19; reading and spelling, 
28; penmanship, 21; arithmetic, 24; grammar, 12; his- 
tory, 4; geography, 7; book-keeping, 2; composition, 9. 

Owing to Miss Browne’s limited experience in the school- 
room, we did not look for the accomplishment, of so much 
as we should had a more experienced teacher been employed ; 
and we feel that the school might have attained more had 
she used a little more discretion out of school, and thus have 
retained more fully the confidence of her pupils. Were 
sorry to find so many scholars had left. Parents, this is 


not right. If things go wrong at school, visit it, and find 
iff 
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out for yourselves where the fault is, and if with the teacher, 
give some kind counsel, which in most cases will be heeded ; 
if not, there isa remedy. But never allow your children 
to leave the school. : 

Winter term, 7 weeks. Daniel Jameson of Dunbarton, 
teacher. Wages, $42. No. of pupils, 31; average, 27 ; 
not absent one-half day, 5; tardy, 126; dismisged, 48; 
reading and spelling, 34; penmanship, 12; arithmetic, 53 ; 
grammar, 11; geography, 10; history, 2; book-keeping, 3. 

Mr. Jameson worked hard. His literary qualifications 
for teaching were good. But we feel that his efforts were 
not as satisfactory to himself or us as they would have been 
had he secured better order. The conduct of a few large 
boys, was, we fear, rather detrimental to the interest of the 
school, and had they given their teacher a more cordial 
support, the progress made would have been much more 
satisfactory. 


District No. 5.—Clinton Grove. 


_ The High school is still continued.in this District, and 
the last year the pupils have had 24 weeks of school. The 
District seem to be satisfied with this arrangement, as it 
gives them a choice out of three terms of 12 weeks each, 
in which to accommodate themselves by sending their chil- 
dren: Chas. H. Jones still has charge of the school, and is 
ably assisted by S. Alice Nichols. Geo. C. Paige, Pruden- 
tial Committee. 


District No. 6.—Centre. 


Prudential Committee, A. J. Morgrage. 

Delia A. Jewell, of Weare, teacher both terms. Summer 
term — weeks. Wages, $30. No. of pupils, 35; average, 
32; tardiness, 35; not absent one-half day, 11; reading, 
35; spelling, 82; penmanship, 18; arithmetic, 25; gram- 
mar, 6; geography, 13; book-keeping, 1; algebra, 2;

Winter term, 12 weeks. Wages, $30. No. of pupils, 
23 ; average, 20; tardy, 36; dismissed, 6 ; visits, 21; read- 
ing and spelling, 25; penmanship, 15; arithmetic, 14; 
geography, 7; history and book-keeping, 1 each. 

We are aware of some fault being found during the 
first term, which proved to be rather a hindrance to the 
progress that would otherwise have been made. But we 
fully commend the persistent efforts of the teacher in bring- 
ing this school up to an excellent point of order; a pre- 
requisite to the advancement of any school. The progress 
made the second term was greater. It was also more sat- 
isfactory to the District, we should judge, by the number 
present at the close. ‘Thus we see that the good results of 
a school rest not with the teacher alone, but very much 
depends upon the support given by parents.

philosophy, 2; geometry, 2. Samuel W. Holman of Deer- 
ing, teacher both of the above terms. At each visit we 
found the school in good order, and pupils studious. We 
believe general satisfaction was given to most interested in 
this school, yet we are at a loss to know how many of 
the parents can know realities in regard to their school 
without visiting it occasionally. We find the names of only 
three that made visits. This school can and should be one 
of the best in town. ‘Teachers of experience are demand- 
ed’; those in whom we can place entire confidence, and 
whose example in every respect, out of school as well as in, 
will be worthy of imitation. We fear the teacher did not 
read the directions in regard to the school register. It was 
not “carefully kept,’ neither were the “blanks all filled,” 
and those that were, not in a “neat and legible manner.” 


District No. 9.—Barnard Hill.

Sarah J. Favor, of Weare, teacher both terms. Summer 
term, 7 weeks. Wages, $16. No. of pupils, 9; average, 
8; tardiness, 4; visits, 8; reading and spelling, 9; pen- 
manship and arithmetic, 4 each ; geography and history, 1 
each. 

Winter term, 9 weeks. Wages, $24. No. of pupils, 7; 
average, 5; tardiness, 5; dismissed, 1; visits, 4; reading 
and spelling, 7; penmanship and arithmetic, 5; grammar, 
1; geography and history, 2. 

Miss Favor is deserving of much credit for the patient 
perseverance which she manifested in continuing her labors 
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in connection with this school, and we sincerely hope that 
the parents will soon feel to encourage their children by 
building for them a new school-house, thus making it a 
pleasure for them to attend school. Parents, will you not 
attend to this at once ? 


District No. 10.—River Road.

Summer term, 10 weeks. Lillie E. Goodale, of Deering, | 
teacher. Wages, $23. No. of pupils, 12; average, 10; 
tardiness, 12; visits,5; reading and spelling, 12; penman- 
ship, 9; arithmetic, 8; grammar, geography and composi- 
tion, 2 each. 

This was Miss Goodale’s first effort, and although her 
success was not all we could desire, yet we will not attribute 
the blame entirely to her, for we feel that she was not sup- 
ported by the District as she should have been. Consider- 
ing the circumstances, we think the progress made will 
compare favorably with that of other young teachers. 

Winter term,il weeks. John P. Brown, of Bow, teacher. 
Wages, $38. No. of pupils, 15; average, 12; tardiness, 
8; dismissed, 3; visits, 20; reading and spelling, 15; pen- 
manship, 15; arithmetic, 15; grammar, 5; geography, 6. 

Mr. Brown’s former success as a teacher has not been a 
mere matter of chance, for he has done a noble work for 
this school the present winter. The scholars appeared in- 
terested in their work, and answered with a promptness 
seldom witnessed in a District school. We hope the Dis- 
trict will retain the services of Mr. Brown for many suc- 
ceeding terms. 


District No. 11.—Mountain.

Summer term, 8 1-2 weeks. Myra E. Gove, of Weare, 
teacher. Wages, $24. No. of pufils, 14; average, 10; 
tardiness, 16; not absent one-half day, 3; visits, 12; read- 
ing and spelling, 14; penmanship, 8; arithmetic, 9; gram- 
mar, 2; geography, 5; book-keeping, 1. 

Here Miss G. engaged for her first experience in teaching. 
The closing examination proved to us that she had engaged 
earnestly in the work, and that her pupils, though many of 
them quite young, had been kept busy. We give the teacher 
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much credit for her faithfulness, and hope she will try again.

We entertained not a little anxiety for Mr. Ellingwood, 
knowing that he must labor under the disadvantage of in- 
experience in teaching. The first visit did not tend to 
lessen our fears ; many of the pupils were rather disorderly, 
and giving but little attention to their books. But we are 
glad to record a marked improvement in this respect, at our 
final visit. Some good recitations in arithmetic. In answer 
to the question asked in our registers, ‘“‘Has the school a 
proper supply of blackboard?’ we answer decidedly with 
the, teacher, it has not; and what board there is, has got 
bleached too much to call black. Attention should be given 
to this, also “Outline Maps” procured, if parents would have 
the most accomplished, anda lively interest awakened in the 
school. 


District No. 12.—Buxton’s.

Millie C. Waldo of New Bos- 
ton, teacher. Wages, $21. No. of pupils, 11; average, 
9; tardiness, 381; not absent one-half day, 1; visits, 27 ;

erammar, |; geography, 8; algebra, 1. 

Miss Waldo came to us with some experience as a teacher, 
and she evidently knew how to enter upon the work. She 
is a quiet, faithful-wworker, and the final examination proved 
even much more accomplished than was anticipated. We 
were pleased with the presence of many of the parents in 
the District, at the examination. 

Jason P. Dearborn of Weare, 
teacher. Wages, $40. No. of pupils, 20; average, 17;

algebra and philosophy, 2 each ; book-keeping, 1.

We were glad the services of Miss Sleeper were secured 
for this school, believing she would prove “ the right one in 
the right place.”” Teacher and pupils were united in their 
work, consequently a profitable and satisfactory term. Miss 
Sleeper is one of our best teachers.

No. of pupils, 28; average, 26; not 
absent one-half day, 10; visits, 20; reading and spelling, 
28; penmanship, 22; arithmetic, 27; grammar, 13; geog- 
raphy, 17; book-keeping, 1 ; algebra, 5. 

This was Mr. Hadley’s third term with this school. We 
believe there is a decided advantage in retaining the services - 
of a faithful teacher. We feel confident that Mr Hadley 
did everything that can be reasonably asked of a teacher ' 
for the advancement of the school. We were well pleased 
with the manner in which the exercises of the examination 
were conducted, and the promptness of the pupils in the 
performance of their several parts. 

There is still a work to be done about the school- room, 
which, it is hoped, the people of the district will not delay 
longer. Those old chairs for the teacher, and plank 
arrangements for recitation seats, are not proper.
